Beans  and  Beets 


them  picked  (or  1(  the  pod*  are 
allowed  to  ripen,  the  vines  will  quit 
bearlne. 

With  beets,  we  have  never  found 
anjrthlnf  more  dependable  than  De¬ 
troit  Dark  Red,  which  makes  a  lalr- 
sized  root  about  70  days  aftar  aow- 
Int.  We  don't  leave  than  In  the  fround 
that  lone,  thouf  h,  lor  I  have  no  am¬ 
bition  to  crow  the  biff  eat  beet  In  the 
country  —  only  the  baat-laatinf  —  and 
so  we  start  pulllnp  them  when  they 
qet  to  be  about  the  oe  of  full  balls. 
The  tops,  tncldentaUy,  are  Just  as 
delicloua  as  the  roots  If  you  can 
keep  them  dean  and  free  bm  buks. 


Among  the  dwarfs,  we  grow  both 
a  green  and  a  yeliQw  bean,  aa  the 
flavors  are  qu^e  different.  Our  yel¬ 
low  Is  Round  Pod  Kidney  Wax.  an 
older  variety  which  has  never  let  us 
down,  producing  oodles  of  brittle, 
ctipa,  strlngleBB  yellow  pods  starting 
arouhl'n  Kys  after  the  seeds  are 
sown.  New  varieties  of  good  repute 
which  we  haven't  gotten  around  to 
trying  yet— are  Topnotchl  Golden  and 
Klnghom  Wax  I 

For  our  green  bean,  we  grow 
Tendergiren.  not  a  new  variety  but 
one  which  copped  a  gold  medal  for 
excellence  when  It  first  came  out 
about  10  years  ago.  The  vines  grow 
to  about  2H  (eet.itali  and  the  potta 
sire  thlclt  maaty,  and  absolutely 
stiinglasq.  I  have  been  told,  too,  that 
this  one  Is  a  dilly  lor  freezing, 
although  we  don’t  have  a  home 
freezer  yet  and  I  can't  speak  from 
personal  experience.  Slendergreen  is 
the  same  bean  but  with  a  pretder 
Hgure.

Oonlinuing  our  aotaa  on  the  vege¬ 
table  seed  order.  I  think  you'll  find 
that  your  favorite  seed  catalogue  will 
list  anywhere  from  eight  to  IE  dif¬ 
ferent  kinds  of  beans,  and  selecting 


garden  out  of  aB  this  mess  isn’t  easy. 
They  are  grouped  into  tall  and  dwarf 
kinds,  and  again  into  the  green  and 
yellow -padded  varieties.  *• 


I  have  given  up  growing  the  tail 
or  pole  beans,  even  though  their 
flavor  Is  richer  and  ■Iteanier"  than 
the  dwarlt,  simply  because  they  take 
up  too  much  apace  In  the  garden. 
The  wine*  grow  from  S  to  15  feet  taH,-- 
and  finding  aupports  for  such  enor¬ 
mous  great  things  la  altogether  too 
much  of  a  chore.  If  you  have  a  10- 
foot  fence  In  your  garden,  though, 
which  you  wish  to  cover  with  beana 
Instead  of  an  ornamental  vine.  I  csui 
recommend  Blue  Lake,  which  is  the 
variety  favored  by  most  of  the  Ug 
canning  snd  freezing  compsnies. 

I  think  about  the  finest  flavor  I 
ever  tasted  in  beans  was  a  very  told 
variety  from  the  Channel  IsIVM 
called  Blue  Coco.  The  vinca  arc 
tall — about  15  feet  and  the  pnds  are 
a  dirty  purple  color,  turning  a  bright 
green  In  the  cooking  a  gourmet's 
delight.  Blue  Coco  seems  to  be  dis¬ 
ease-prone  in  our  climate,  though, 
and  has  a  tendency  to  come  down 
with  virus,  mosaic,  nut,  mildew,  and 
all  the  other  a(fllrlion.s  which  beset 
besit^ln  a  bad  year. 


There  la  a  asiv  variety  Irnm  Den 
mark  which  gives  us  an  entirely  new 
shape  In  beets.  It  Is  listed  under 
various  names  In  the  ditferent  cata¬ 
logues,  such  as  Kpaiubjerg  Cyllstder. 
Cylindra.  Dark  Rid  Cylindtr,  and 
Housewives'  Choice,  aitd  the  thing  Is 
shaped  rather  like  a  six-inch  chunk  of 
chubby  salami  sausage.  We  found  It 
sligbtly  tenific  for  slicing  and  pick 
ling,  but  It  didn't  lend  Itself  to  pulling 
In  the  baby  stage  like  Detroit  Dark 
Red 

The  Important  thing,  in  growing 
beets  Is  to  get  the  plants  "singled" 
while  the  seedlings  are  still  very 
small.  What  looks  Hke  a  single  beet 
seed  Is  actually  a  cluster  of  seeds, 
and  for  every  one  you  sow  you'll  get 
four  or  five  plants  coming  up.  These 
must  be  thinned  out  very  early  In 
life  before  the  overcrowding  can  ruin 
them.
